The Mever Bros. Drug Co., oldest and 
largest concern of its kind in St. Louis. 
and ene of the largest in the world, 
was thrown into a receivership today by 
three creditors whose claims aggregate 
24°.0%, 

Edwin W. Lee, former Excise Commis- 
sioner, was appointed temporary Tre- 
veeiver for the company by Judge Tay- 
lor in the Circuit Court. 

In accordance with a 
the creditors’. petition, Lee 
structed by the court not to pay any 
zalaries to the executive officers of 
the Meyer Bros.’ Drug Co. during the 
term of his receivership. He was re- 
quired to give a bond of $50,000. Lee 
was appointed at the suggestion of 
Schnurmacher and Rassieur, attor- 
neys for the petitioning creditors, 
and J. C. Vaughan, attorney for the 
company. 

The petition was filed by the Mal- 
the Monsanto 
(hemical Works and the Parker Dis- 
tilling Co. They state that they act for 
theniselves and for any other creditors 
who may wish to join action with them. 

While the claims of these co:npanies 
aggiegate $40,006, they allege tie in- 
deptedness of the Mever company to 
other creditors is “in excess of $500,- 
Xa, *” 

Several Thousand Creditors, 

The creditors, according to the peti- 

tion, exceed several thousand in num- 
ber, in St. Louis and other places. It 
is set forth that.the company, as a cor- 
poration, has.been in business more than 
25 years and that it succeeded the firm: 
6f Meyér Bros. & Co., which had been 
in business in St. Louis as a co-partner- 
ship for more than 4 years. The con- 
cern, abtablished more than 6 years, ac: 
cording to the pétition, tas for many 
years been doing a businéss amountini; 
to millions of dollars annually. 
* The. ‘business has been prosperous, 
the petition _ says, and the credit and 
standing of the company has always 
been high, its name and good will be- 
ing of great value, though not listed 
on the company’s books as an asset. 

The pétitioning creditors say that if 
thé conipany’s assets, not including the 
good will, coul® be disposed of in bulk. 
or as the assets of a geing concern 
they would yleld a sum largely in ex- 
coss of the liabilities, but on a forced 
bule they would not realize enough (to 
pay the debts. 

Says Collections Were Slow. 

The petition says that because of gen- 
eral business depression the Meyer 
Frog. company -has been unable to col- 
lect many accounts, aggregating more 
than $400,000. Because of the slow ‘col- 
lections it has been unable to pay off 
ita own indebtedness as it maturcs, and 
has been unable to purchase on credit

60,000 VOTES IN NEW ZEALAND 


Brown - Skiuned Native, Elected by 
Women, Hulds Balance of Power 
| in Parliament.

WELLINGTUN, New Zealand, Jan. 10. 


~The prohibition movement. which this 
year was aimed -at the suppression of 
the entire manufacture, importation and 
sale of liquor in New Zealand, suffered 
a loss of 60,000 votes as compared with 
previous campaigns, when the issue 
was for lesser forms of suppression. 
Aside from this, a remarkable fea- 
ture of the recent elections was a po- 
litical comedy in which the native wom- 
en, or brown-skinned Maoris, in North 
New Zealand, succeeded in sending Tau 
Tenare, a man of their race, to Par- 
Hament, where he holds the balance of 
power. Tenare had not originally been 
a candidate, but was unexpectedly put 
forward by a self-appointed committee 
of women in defiance of the male pol- 
iticians, and by virtue of the feminine 
vote he beat seven other candidates by 
200 plurality. The Maori women frank- 
ly admit it was largely because Tenare 
was young and handsome that they 
thrust his greatness upon him.

the start of the first trip downtown. 
They were five-passenger touring cars. 
A seven-passenger limousine, which was 
not in the service yesterday. arrived at 
the same time. Later, a fourth car, of 
five-passenger capacity, joined the fleet. 
More Passengers Than “pace. 

All had more passengers than thev 
could carry. The prospective ‘‘jitney’’ 
passengers waited at the northeast cor- 
ner and exchanged badinage with those 
who waited for street cars at the south- 
west corner. 

Ten persons crowded into the limou- 
sine, and seven or eight into each of 
the five-passenger cars. Women sat on 
the laps of other women, and one sir], 
apparently 18 years old, deposited her- 
self on the lap of a man, possibly her 
father or big brother. 

Not only in numbers, but in distinction 
of appearance, the crowd awaiting the 
‘“jitney’’ cars was all that a manager 
could have asked. Eleven men wearing 
large, horn-rimmed spectacles, which 
are the latest word, if not the last 
word, in scholarly appearance, were 
counted in the group. But the failure 
of the cars to appear was a perplexing 
disappointment to Fears. 

“This is the second trial for jitney 
cars,”’ he said. “If we fall down this 
time—good-night! The public will not 


‘stand for another flicker. 


“The drivers who ran their cars yes- 
terday took in, on an average, $1 an 
hour. That is $10 a day. The highest 
possible estimate of expenses, on a long- 
time basis, barring accidents, is $6 a day, 
and so they can clear % a day if they 
Grive their own cars? or $1 a day if 
they hire a chauffeur.

At $:50 a. m., as several dozen persons 
were waiting at the Taylor avenue start- 
ing point, a big car appeared from the 
vest. It had started from King’s high- 
way, and it bore a sign, ‘‘Take a Jitney 
Ride for 5 Cents.”” It was carrying 12 
passengers, three of whom were women. 
Four of the men were standing on the 
running boards. 

“Bust the Trust.”

He was one of the directors and organ- 
izers of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, a diréctor of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
Erie, Perre Marquette, Seaboard Air, 
Line and other railroads, and was a 
member of most of their executive com- 
mittees. 

Ream’s position in the financial. world 
‘as an adviser of financiers” is said to 
have been unique. He was closely asso- 
ciated with J. P. Morgan, Marshall

prominent financiers are said to have 
sought his advice in many of their carly 
undertakings. 


Served in Civil War. 
Ream was born in Somerset Coun-

He served through the 
Civil War and afterwards became a clerk 
in a store in Harnedsville, Pa. In 1871 
he went to Chicago and became a live- 
stock and grain merchant. 

He was one of the pioneers in or- 
ganization of the steel industry and was

\BEEF TRUST FINED 


$120,000, BUT CAN 
STAY IN WISSOUR 


Ouster Decree Against Five 
Firms Stayed on Condition 
of Good Behavior. 


MUST PAY BY MARCH 11 


Prices Fixed and Trade Con- 
trolled Through Holding Com- 
pany, Supreme Court Finds. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 9.—-The Su- 
preme Court today issued a writ of 
ouster against five packing firms, de- 
fendants in the Beef Trust prosecution 
begun by Gov. Major when he was At- 
torney-General. The firms are Armour 
& Co., Swift & Co., Nelson Morris & 
Co., the St. Louis Dressed Beef Co. and 
the Hammond Packing Co. of St. Jo- 
seph. 

The writ of ouster was stayed on gv0d 
behavior, and they were fined $25,000 
each, with the provision that this fine 
must be’paid by March ll. If it is not 
paid, the writ of ouster will be en- 
forced. 

The opinion was written by Judge 
Walker and was concurred in by Judges 
Woodson, Brown and Faris. Judge 
Woodson concurred in a separate opin- 
ion, and Judges Graves and Bond con- 
curred in the judgment, but dissented 
from the amount of the fines, holding 
that they were excessive. 

Judge Blair was assistant Attorney- 
General when the ouster suit was filed, 
and consequently he did not sit in the 
case. 

Suit Filed in June, 1916. 

The suits were filed in June, 1910. The 
information charged that the defendants 
had entered into a pool, trust and com- 
bination for the purpose (1) to regulate, 
fix and control prices paid for beef and 
beef products, (2) tv maintain such 
prices, (3) to regulate the amount of 
beef and beef products sold or offered 
for sale, (4) to control and Iimit the 
trade in beef and beef products, (6) to 
limit and lessen competition in the pur- 
chase and sale of beef and beef prod- 
ucts. ° 

The Supreme Court appointed the late 
Judge Daniel Dillon of St. Louis aa

and make a report on the facts. The 
information chargéd that Armour, Mor- 
ris and Swift had organized a holding 
company known as the National Pack- 
ing Co., and through it and its sub- 
sidiary concerns had regulated prices 
and maintained a monopoly in the pack- 
ing «business, in violation of Missouri 
anti-trust laws. 

The original stock of the National 
Packing Co. was taken entirely by Ar- 
mour, Morris and Swift. Armour was 
allotted 40 and 1-100 per cent, Swift 
46 70-1400 and Morris 13 19-100 per cent. 
Enough shares of the stock were then 
assigned to individuals connected witn 
these concerns to qualify thern as mem- 
bers of the board of directors. 

Immediately after the organization of 
the National Packing Co., the stock of 
13 previously acquired companies was 
transferred to the National, the stock 
in the holding company was issued :n 
payment therefor. Evidence was intro- 
duced to prove that the St. Louis 
Dressed Beef Co. and the Hammond 
company were controlled by *the . Na- 
tional, and their prices fixed to conform 
to those of the combine. 


Attorneys for the packing companies 
answered that the statute under which 
they were being prosecuted are uncon- 
stitutional, and that the acts complained 
of had been committei seven years be- 
fore the filing of the suit, and were 
barred from prosecution under the stat- 
yte of limitations. 

The court held that the constitution- 
ality of the statute had been upheld in 
previous decisions, and that the trust 
was being maintained when the suit 
twas filed. 


Court Sums Up Evidence. 

In summing up the evidence submitted 
by. the commissioner, Judge Walker 
said: 

“Tt is disclosed that the National 
Packing Co., organized as a packing 
company, but utilized entirely as a 
holding company, to direct, regulate an4 
control other, corporations, became soon

Bill in Missouri House Would 
Have Amount Paid Revelle’s 
Aid -Go to State. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 9.—A bill in- 
troduced in the House yesterday after- 
noon by Representative J. M. Bowers 
of Wayne County revealed publicly for 
the first etime that for many years 4 
clerk in the State Insurance Department 
has, through fees, received $2000 a year 
in excess of the amount paid the State 
Superintendent of Insurance, his supe- 
rior. The Superintendent is paid a sa!- 
ary of $3000 a year. 

Bowers’ bill seeks to take the fees 
away from the clerk and turn them —s 
the State Treasury. 

The receipt of the fees by the clerk 
is legal in every way and is’ authorized 
by the statute. It has been generally, 
knewn to insurance men, though to 
those not familiar with the workings of 
the department it was not known. 

The State law provides for the ex- 
amination by the Insurance Department 
of insurance companies, and for the 
valuation of all life insurance policies 
to determine the amount of reserve 
companies must carry to protect their 
policy holders. The law says that whon 
the examination or valuation is made by 
the insurance superintendent in person, 
that the fees must be turned irto the 
State Treasury, but that if the exami- 
nation is made by any other pefson that 
person shall receive the fees. The fees 
fixed by the statute are $10 a day for 
examinations and $10 per $1,000,a0 of 
policies valued. 

It never has been customary for the 
insurance 07, parsons to do the work 
in person. Consequently, the fees have 
not reached the State Treasury. During 
the present administration Walter K. 
Chorn, actuary for the department, has 
valued the policies, and J. C. Harvey of 
St. Louis has made the examinations of 
insurance companies. 

Chorn receives a salary of $2000 a year. 
He told'a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday that he received an additional 
amount for valuation of policies, which 
brought his annual income to approx!i- 
mately $6000. 

An attache of the insurance depart-

He 
said Germany’s first proclamation ef 
the subject contained many questions 
on which the United States would, like 
further explanation.

Young was called upon 
by Attendant Herring to assist in 
punishing Wallace, a patient, he said, 
and in answér to the Coroner's ques- 
tions, testified that he pulled Wal- 
lace’s feet from under him when Wal- 
lace was floored in the bathroom ad- 
joining the ward. He said blood ran 
out of Wallace’s mouth and that 
Wallace, who was handcuffed, 
fainted and bled at the mouth.

After Wallace was down, Young said 
Herring said: “If | had a hammer I'd 
knock your teeth out so you wouldn't 
bite any more.’

STEVENS CAN GET 
JUSTICE IN COUNTY 


State Introduces Evidence to 
Show Change of Venué Is 
Not Necessary. 


Twenty witnesses, from different 
townships and towns in St. Louis 
County, were introduced by the State 
last night, in the change of venue 
hearing held before Judge McFEthinney 
in the case of Beverly C. Stevens. for- 
mer Clayton real estate dealer. Stevens. 
who is under indictment on charges of 
embezzlement by fraudulent manipula- 
tion and duplication of deeds of trust, 
tried to prove that he could not get a 
fair trial in the county. The Court toox 
the case under advisement this morn- 
ing. 

The 20 witnesses testified that. in 
their opinion, Stevens could get a 
fair trial. James Graham saii he had 
talked to a number of Stevens’ ac- 
quaintances who said they still be- 
lieved in his integrity, and that they 
were not influenced by what thev had 
read about him in newspapers. 

J. W. McAllister, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at Clayton, was called as a wit- 
ness by Stevens’ attorney and testified 
he understood that the paper’s daily 
circulation in the county was between 
8000 and 10,000 and that its total Sunday 
circulation was about 347,000. He also 
set forth that the Post-Dsipatch printed 
exclusively in its Sunday issue of Sept. 
i3 the first story informing its readars 
that the affairs of B. C. Stevens had 
become involved and that thereafter the 
different phases of the investigation had 
been followed closely in its columns to 
inform its readers of all facts in the 
case. 

Attorney Hay, on the strength of this 
testimony, argued that since the Post- 
Dispatch was the most widely read 
newspaper in the county and had de- 
voted space freely to a narration of the 
charges and proceedings, it could be pre- 
sumed that prejudice had been caused 
from the fact alone that its readers 
were informed of the charges against 
Stevens. 

He referred to the fact that witnesses 
yesterday testified of conversations fo!- 
lowing the reading of the articles as 
showing that prejudice had been_cre- 
ated.

The “business of failing,’ in which @

profitable to go bankrupt than to suc- 
ceed, received a severe check in the 
Federal Court late yesterday afternoon 
when Judge Pollock gtntenced 10 men to 
prison “and fined each of them heavily 
for conspiring to use the mails to d@e- 
fraud. The fines totaled $46,000 and the 
sentences nine and one-half vears. 

The case on trial was that of the S0- 
called “Bankruptcy Trust,’" which, in 
mercantile circles, was commonly terme’ 
the ‘“‘million-dollar swindle,” although it 
was not shown that the swindie fang 
profited anywhere near that amount. 
[It was shown that the ringleade: of the 
gang, Charles L. Greenfield, while in 
St. Louls, seven months. had obtained 
$42,000 of merchandise for which he never 
paid, and that when he ‘‘fatied’’ for $35.- 
000 in Philadelphia previously, he cot- 
cealed $40,000 worth of merchandise from 
the bankruptcy trustees, with which he’ 
set up in business at Carlisie, Pa. 

Stores Were Left Vacant. 

The gang's methods of operation were 
for members, under assumed names, to 
start stores in many cities about the 
same time, exchange bogus credit refer- 
ences, obtain as much merchandise as 
possible on credit, sell this merchandise 
at from 30 to § per cent below whole- 
sale prices and then “disappear,” leav- 
ing ®& vacant storeroom for creditors’ 
representatives and bankruptcy officials. 
These stores were filled with empty 
boxes, 80 arranged as to give the ap- 
pearance of containing many thousands 
of dollars’ worth of merchandise. 

There were 10 defendants when the 
trial began a week ago last Monday. 
At the outset three pleaded guilty, and 
turned Government witnesses. At the 
end of the third day of the trial, after 
Greenfield had exposed in detail the 
swindle operations, three others pleaded 
guiltv. The remaining four defendants 
continued the case until 4 p. m. yester- 
day, when the jury deliberated for 70 
minutes and returned a verdict of guilty. 

Four to Take Appeal. 

The four defendants found guilty were 
jacob Lippman, Samuel Bernstein, Har- 
ry A. Cohen and Alfred Goldberg, all of 
Philadelphia. Their counsel announced 
they would appeal to the United States 
Cireuit Court of Appeals. Judge Pol- 
lock fixed appeal bonds for IApoman 
and Cohen at $5000 each and ter Bern- 
stein and Goldberg at $3000 each. These 
bonds will act as a supercedeas pending 
adjudication in the Appellate Court. 

All 10 defendants spent last night in 
jail. The six who pleaded ‘guilty will be 
taken to prison before the end of the 
week and the other four will be kept in 
jail until they can furnish appeal bonds.

DECEMBER EXPORTS NORMAL 


Shipments of Manufactared Goods 
Equal Record tor Month in 1913. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Exports of 

American manufacturers in December 

last regained the level shown for 

the same month in 1913, a decrease 
of 10 per cent in finished manufac- 
tures being more than offset by 
gains in manufactured foodstuffs. 

A statement by the Department of 

Commerce today shows that in cer- 

tain lines of manufactures, however, 

exports made phenomenal gains com- 
pared with December a year ago. 

Among the more notable increases 

were: 

Commercial automobiles, from 
$101,000 to $3,333,000; cotton knit 
goods, $295,000 to over $2,000,000; 
woolen clothing, $183,000 to $1,335,- 
000; other woolen goods, including 
blankets, $103,000 to $2,725,000; rub- 
ber boots and shoes, $84,000 to $864,- 
000; sole leather, $354,000 to $3,600,- 
000; upper leather, $1,750,000. Zinc 
increased during the same period 
from 187,000 pounds to 36,666,000 
pounds, while metal working ma- 
chinery increased in value from 
$1,350,000 to $2,432,000.

NTEREST CENTERS. 
N ORY BLS IN 
THE LEGISLATURE 


Liquor Interests Are Alarmed by 
Drastic Measures Regulating 
Saloons. 


Interest in the Legislature has been 
centered in seven or eight of the most 
important bills intended to radically 
restrict the saloon and liquor inter- 
ests in Missouri, and particularly in 
St. Louis. Among these bills are: 

One providing that saloons 
may be open only from 6 a. m. 
until 9 p. m. on week days. 

Another establishing precinct 
local option in cities throughout 
the State. 

A bill prohibiting any saloon 
within 600 feet of any church or 
school. 

One prohibiting saloons within 
five miles of the State University 
or any State normal school. 

Bill prohibiting the granting 
of a license except upon petition 
of two-thirds of taxpaying cit- 
zens and guardians of minors 
owning property in block in 
which saloon is to be located, and 
two-thirds of citizens in five 
blocks thereof if the dramshop 
is to be within five blocks of 
church or school building, 

The liquor interests are very much 
alarmed over these, and several other 
bills, because the anti-saloon inter- 
ests have incorporated into them pro- 
visions that they shall not be subject 
to the referendum. 


Exempt From Referendum, 
The initiative and referendum amend- 


ment to the State Constitution contains 
the provision “laws necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the public 
peace, health or safety and laws mak- 
ing appropriations for the current ex- 
penses of the State government, etc.,”’ 
shall not be subject to the referendum. 

The Rev. W. C. Shupp, superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League, said today 
that the introduction of the exemption 
clause into the bills had made the other 
side furious. The county unit bill, en- 
acted by the last Legislature, was re- 
ferred, and defeated at the November 
election. He said the divs had over- 
looked the provision of the Constitu- 
lion exempting certain classes of legis- 
lation from the referendum at the last 
election, but that they believed the 
liquor laws were for the preservation 
of public peace, health or safety, and 
that the courts would take that view of 
it. 

The Missouri constitutional amend- 
ment was modeled after the Oregon 
initiative and referendum, he said, and 
the Supreme Court of Oregon had held 
that liquor legislation, under a _ provi- 
sion similar to that of the Missouri 
Constitution, was exempt from the op- 
eration of the referendum. 


Wets Charge Unfairness. 
The liquor interests take the view 


that the drys are trying to make an 
unfair use of the exemption clause to 
prevent the anti-liquor bills from go- 
ing to the people. 

Supt. Shupp said that the ‘drys’ 
would be perfectly willing to let these 
bills go to the people for a vote if they 
were permitted to stand alone on thein 
merits.

Will Be Tested in Corrt. 

Edward C. Crow, former Attorney- | 
General of Missouri,legal representative 
for a group of St. Louis breweries, said 
that the question as to whether the 
liquor bills could be exempted by act 
of the Legislature would be taken to 
the courts for decision, if the laws 
should be passed. 

If the courts should hold that tho 
Legislature acted within its province in 
exempting the bills from the referen- 
dum, then they could be repealed ontfy 
through an act of the Legislature. 
Through the initiative, laws more favor- 
able to the liquor interests could be pro- 
posed and submitted to the people at 
the November election. If these laws 
should receive an affirmative vote of the 
people of Missouri they would become 
effective and afford the relief they de- 
sired. 

There are many other anti-saloon bills 
in the Legislature. Some of the meas- 
ures are designed to prohibit the ship- 
ment of liquor into dry territory. Some 
of these bills contain provisions that 
any person receiving shipments of liquor 
must make a written statement that he 
had not been drunk within a year, and 
that the liquor was for his own use. Af 
penalty of both fine and jail sentence 
{s provided for making false affidavits. 


Money Raised in Churches. 
The Anti-Saloon League officials say 


that they raise their money for carrying 
on their campaigns by subscriptions 
taken principally in churches throughout 
the ‘State. The saloon keepers of St. 
Louis recently were asked to contribute

The new rotogravure process, which 
has revolutionized the business of illus- 
tration, and which is used in printing 
‘the ‘new four-page pictorial section of 
the Sunday: Post-Dispatch, was describ 2d 
‘to members of the Advertising Men's 
League at luncheon at the City Club 
today, by Herbert A. Trask, Sunday 
efitor’ of the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Trask pronounced the word “‘roto- 
gravure’ with the accent on the last 
syllable, ‘‘vure.”’ He described the 
process, which was invented in Ger- 
many and which, he said, is in most, 
ways the exact opposite of former meth- 
ods of printing illustrations. 

In the printing of the 347,437 rotogra- 
vyure sections Sold ‘as a part of last Sun- 
-day’s issue of the Post-Dispatch, he 
said one and one-fourth tons of ink was 
fused. Not all this ink went upon the

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ink, which is made by a secret process, 
was described as being “‘about as thick 
as a half-and-half mixture of milk and 
cream.’ 

Printed From Depressions. 

Rotogravure pictures are printed froin 
a series of minute depressions, instead 
of a series of minute elevations, as in 
halftone printing. No ink appears on 
the surface of the printing face. The 
ink, instead, fills the depressions of the 
copper cylinder, and is pressed upon 
the paper in a process in which hard 
rubber rollers cause a sort of suction. 
Between inking and impression, the cy!- 
inder is scraped by a fine, flexible knife. 
This knife, he said, does its work so 
delicately and with so little wear on 
the cylinder that after 180,000 impres- 
sions the delicate gossamer effect of 
clouds in a picture appears as plainly 
as ever. 

On a page of rotogravure, Mr. Trask 
said, the lettering, including the head- 
ing, such as “St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
Picture Section,’’ is printed by the ro- 
togravure process. The odd fact about 
this is that the lettering is harder to 
get properly inked, and to print clear- 
ly, than the pictures. 

Another contrast to accepted rules of 
picture-printing comes in the matter of 
speed. With the old half-tone sys- 
tem, slow printing made for clearness 
and finish, but in rotogravure, slow 
printing means spoiled. pictures, and 
sheets which are run off before the 
press attains a high speed have to be 
thrown away. For the same reason, 
there is no such thing as taking a proof 
of a rotogravure picture or page, and 
the first. proof the editor gets is the 
completed paper as it comes off the 
press. Corrections are then impossi- 
ble. 

The maker of a rotogravure etchihg, 
he said, never sees his work until the 
cylinder is completed, and is clearej 
of the gelatine film which incases it 
during the etching process. Working 
thus in the dark, he must be a highly 
skilled workman to get satisfactory re- 
sults.

but if the wireless receiver works all 
right we may hear briefly, even 
Gown in our winter quarters, what 
takes place in the outer world thou- 
sands of miles away. 

It is wonderful how, after all, we 
have got everything on board and 
cur 69 dogs safely housed in kennels 
on the upper deck. Aji the work of 
preparation is now er, and the 
oreliminary strain is finished and 
there now comes the actual work 
itself. 

As I stood tonight at 9 o’clock and 
looked over the calm sea and up- 
ward to the great stars blazing in a 
velvet sky my mind flew toward 
the unknown ways of the lonely 
tracts yet awaiting the feet of men, 
and I wondered how our litle party, 
now playing mouth organs, banjos 
and mandolins, would fare in the 
long dark days to come. The fight 
will be good. 

Stowaway Found on Board, 

Oct. 27—The dogs are, of course, a 
very important part of the ship’s 
company. Like all Eskimo dogs their 
favorite pastime is snarling and 
fighting, of which the latter, at least, 
has to be stopped whenever possible. 
They soon got to know the crew 
and members of the expedition, but 
have no fancy for strangers. The 
pilot who took the boat from Buenos 
Aires for instance. I heard a scuffle 
and vehement protest from him on 
one occasion. | 

“Oh, you’— 

» Then, to me, “I go lookee the com- 
passes, he bites. No mind one, but 
two, three, four too muchee. No 
Look my coat.” 

After that he gave our little pets 
a wide berth. 

We dropped the pilot at Escalda 
lightship at 10 a. m., so are now on 
our own hook. The wind is little 
stronger and we are going along 
nicely. Such a difference to the sec- 
ond day out in the Nimrod, when we 
were in a hurricane. 

This afternoon we found a stow- 
away, who was in a little dark lock- 
er. It might have been thought that 
every square inch,of space on the 
vessel was occupied, yet this enter- 
prising youngster managed to find 
room to hide. He seems a healthy 
young sailor and will be useful. 

I asked him why he stowed away. 
He said he thought it was his only 
chance of getting on the expedition. 
I have made him cook’s helper. 

OCT. 30—The dogs are getting on 
well, thanks to the great care that 
the whole staff is bestowing on 
them, but they are of course feeling 
the long period on board and will be 
all the better for a run on the island. 

So far everything has been idyllic. 
If only one had not the longing for 
the far-off lands from which we will 
be away for so long. 

OCT. 31—All hands were engaged 
until noon on various duties. After 
that, it being Saturday, no work was 
done and this was pleasant for the 
mep, as it was raining and drizzling 
all day. The wind from the sea 
made it chilly and the watch below 
amongst the scientific staff would 
occasionally come along the warm 
alleyway and look up at their fel- 
low scientists clad in oilskins, not 
too warm. At the wheel Marston 
appeared in a fur rug to cguse jeal- 
ousy. All hands setmed very happy 
and contented, good food and plenty 
of it being a great factor. 

NOV. 2—The ship is pitching and 
rolling heavily, but shipping no wa- 
ter. The movement of the ship 
throws the forward dogs out of their 
kennels and keeps them awake at 
night, but they generally are quiet. 
The hands forward seem very pleased 
with their quarters—and they ought 
to be. Here we are in a ship of 230 
tons with at least 20 people to work 
her. 

In Bort at South Georgia. 

NOV. &—We are safely in port now, 
calm and still, a pleasant change 
after the rolling of the past week. 
We landed all the dogs, at which we 
spent a strenuous but careful fore- 
noon, unchaining and running with 
them off the ship and-round the bay 
to the hillside, where we tethered 
then® to a long pegged-out wire. 

Nov. 6—The first impression I had 
of South Georgia was the unbear- 
able stretch from the whale factory. 
There were great scarcapses being 
flayed, while ,around the bleeding 
mass of blubber and flesh, pigs were 
rooting. It was not a pleasant sight, 
coming fresh as we did from the 
great sea, where the bosom of God is 
in the wild west wind that swee 
the séa floors white. 

However, apart from the unpleas- 
ant smell and the crude and unsatis- 
factory method of cutting up a whale 
for blubber, everything Rere has been 
most gratifying and we have been 
partakers of that insistent. .Nor-

here cannot forecast 
ahead. This is largely due to the 
mountainous formation of the island, 
with many glaciers distributed over 
it, causing sudden changes of tem- 
perature as the wind sweeps over 

them. , 

Nov. &—The dogs, which will be our 
mainstay onthe transcontinental 
journey, are now in good condition. 
Ther6é are about five invalids, due 
mainly to fighting, but that is noth- 
ing. They feed daily. on fresh whale 
meat which does them a world of 
good. 

Wireless Receiver on Ship. 

A powerful wireless receiver, present- 
ed in Argentina for the purpose of en- 
abling Lieut. Shackleton to receive 
news, is being carried on the Endur- 
ance and the installation is to be made 
when the ship arrives at winter quar- 
ters which, it is supposed, will be sit- 
uated in. south latitude 77:40 and west 
longitude 35. The aerial will be 120 me- 
ters long, and placed in a north-south 
direction. With this installation tuned 
to a 04meter wave length it eis ex- 
pected that tune signals to be sent from 
New Years Island, near New Zealand, 
will be received.

My grandfather was @ 
friend and correspondent of William Cob- 
bell: he wrote for the Weekly Register. 
fle was a Baptist, too, and I mind that 
lan old man in Glasgow once said to me; 
‘Ah. when we publish that Thomas Mor- 
rison would speak we never could get 
ihe people into the chapel; more stood 
outside than were in.” + 

Mr. Carnegie laughed until his “4ar- 
ers were in some doubt as to wW...th 
way hé meant this to be taken. 

Have It Done Both Ways. 

‘Tr will confess,’” he continued, “that 
1 don’t know whether my grandfather 
was sprinkled or dipped, but when I[ 
become a Baptist Im going to have it 
done both ways. I want a sure thing 
évery time. 

“My father and his father were physi- 
clans, and one of my good friends- was 
Dr. James McCoss of Princeton.

A plea of this: kind could be made for any simi- 
lar abuse of the exemption. The real reason for 
it ig the fear that the people may repudiate the 
act of the Legislature. 

The assault on the referendum is prebably a 
step towards prohibition without the consent of 
the people of Missouri, who overwhelmingly de- 
feated it at the polls. If the exemption clause 
saves stringent sumptuary laws from the refer- 
endum, the next step will be a prohibition law 
with an exemption clause and with sufficient 
length of life before the people can rectify i, to 
inflict irreparable damage on the State.

No state shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or im- 
munities of citizens of the United States; nor 
shall any state deprive any pergon of life,’ 
liberty or property without due process of 
law; nor deny to any person the equal pro- 


tection of the laws. 
Until these provisions are modified or repealed, 


how can the right of particular classes of citizens 
tu buy property on any street they choose or to 
enjoy the full use of such property after purchased 
be abridged by law? Co-operation among citizens 
generally, and especially among real estate deal- 
ers, has a much greater promise of mit‘gating the 
hardships complained of than restri:tions em- 
bodied into law.

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UNTAX THE POOR MAN’S BUTTER. 
Now that the “oleo moonshiners” have gone to 
prison and the law’s supremacy has been duly 
vindicated, Congress should make haste to repeal 
the odiously unjust and undemocratic internal 


revenue tax on oleomargarine, “‘the poor man’s 


butter.” 
The purpose of the tax was to boost the price 


of butter—a sop to the dairy interests—by crush- 
ing butter’s then rising rival, the oleomargarine 
made of mixed animal fats and cottonseed oil. 
The law requires oleo makers to pay 10 cents a 
pound for using exactly the same coloring matter 
the butter.-makers use paying no tax. It requires 
oleo makers to pay one-half cent a pound for 
making uncolored oleo, whereag no such tax is 


daid on butter. 


Health authorities agree oleomargarine prop- 
erly made is as clean and healthful as butter. Un- 
taxed, as butter is untaxed, it can be made and 
marketed for little more than half the cost af 
good butter. 

Its cheapness has caused it to be used as a sub- 
stitute for butter by millions who must make 
every penny count. Sharp competition for the 
patronage of this large trade has led many men 
tc try to evade payment of the tax, so they might 
cut prices. Some of them, doubtless, pocketed a 
part of the profit margin in the tax they evaded. 
Proof that most of them did not is afforded by a 
uniform advance in the price of oleo in St. Louis, 


‘now that the large illicit oleo trade done here has 


been forced into the open and made to pay the 
tax. It is said St. Louis housewives will have to 
pay $150,000 a year more for oleo than they paid 
last year. 

Whatever amount they so pay will be a tax 
the richest country in the world lays. upon one 
food product, used chiefly by the poor, to restrict 
ite competition with another food product, used 
chiefly by the well-to-do. 

It was characteristic of a Republican protective 
tariff administration to impose such a tax; it 
sould be characteristic of a Democratic adminis- 
tration to repeal it.
